3. Senator Nunn and the DDCI have agreed that Jeff 
Smith, Minority Counsel, Senate Armed Services Committee 
will be responsible for insuring that the Senator does not 
tread on sensitive matters during the hearing. The Agency 
has assigned as the Agency's observer during 
the hearing and it is the Agency's understanding that Mr.
